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STILL SCOLDING. 
The New York Times cannot quite make 
up its mind to cease 
scolding those who 
question in any way the complete and flaw­ 
less perfection of Secretary 
Mellon’s tax 
plan. 
We had thought that the Times had 
abandoned this bad habit, but it has suf­ 
fered a relapse. 
Take, for instance, the 
following introduction to a column editorial 
entitled, “Mr. Mellon’s School” : 
“Secretary Mellon is rapidly making 
himself the 
leading schoolmaster in 
Washington. 
He is giving elementary 
courses in business, finance, taxation, 
investments, morals and law. 
His pu­ 
pils, being chiefly senators and repre­ 
sentatives, are backward and a little 
unruly, but Mr. Mellon displays the ut­ 
most patience with them. Step by step 
he leads them to perceive their own 
errors. 
By the use of simple concrete 
examples, he enables them slowly to 
grasp the fundamentals of the prob­ 
lems concerning 
which 
they 
were 
about to legislate without understand­ 
ing them. It is a highly necessary form 
of instruction which the Secretary is 
imparting, and he is doing it with con­ 
spicuous success. 
Take, for example, 
his skill in dealing with Master Frear 
of the ways and means committee of 
the house. 
That impetuous 
scholar 
had proposed some new ways of “do­ 
ing’ his governmental arithmetic. But 
the schoolmaster in the treasury pro­ 
ceeded kindly and in detail to show 
him that he never could get the right 
answer by the method he was follow­ 
ing.” 
The Times selects Representative Frear 
as the target for its shafts of sarcasm. 
But 
what about Senator Couzens, who, as the 
late dispatches show, has also dared to take 
issue with Mr. Mellon. 
Mr. Couzens is no 
fool. He is one of the ablest republicans in 
the senate; and he not only takes issue with 
Mr. Mellon, but he takes issue with him re­ 
garding the matter of surtaxes, which for 
big business is the sore spot of all. 
Senator Couzens declares that Mr. Mel­ 
lon has failed completely to show that “we 
have in this country a system of wartime 
high surtaxes, which 
have been and will 
continue to be progressively less productive 
of revenue to the government and which 
are driving capital out of productive busi­ 
ness and destroying the American spirit of 
business initiative.” 
Mr. Couzens adds the 
pungent remark that “there seems to be no 
Jack of industrial productivity at this time 
and certainly no lack of capital for produc­ 
ing the country’s needs.” 
Fortunately the republicans at Washing­ 
ton seem to be showing more judgment in 
their handling of this matter than some of 
the metropolitan newspapers. 
They aren’t 
trying to jam their bill as it stands down 
the throats of the democrats and progres­ 
sives. 
This is fortunate, indeed, for if they 
should adopt the Times, tactics, the outlook 
for tax revision would be dark.

liness and 
strength 
in the years to 
come. 
Here’s where the Boy Scout 
movement does its 
highly 
patriotic 
work, promoting the good of the com­ 
munity and the welfare of society by 
the character 
of its 
teachings and 
maneuvers 
for 
its 
members. 
And 
here is where every boy could well af­ 
ford to join in, for the sake of his own 
good, as well as the good of society. 
Every boy at the early age craves ac­ 
tion. 
He demands new and interest­ 
ing fields to conquer. 
He is tired of 
old humdrum ways and pursuits. It is 
impulse, largely that sends him to the 
street corner and the dives rather than 
because he has any special predelic- 
tion for the path of folly and evil, and 
just here, scouting has a magic wand 
to wave.

He convinced some of them, and 
they joined Paul and Silas, along 
with a great many devout Greeks and 
a number of the 
principal 
women. 
This offended the Jews 
and 
they 
gathered some unprincipled loafers, 
formed a mob aud started a riot in 
the town. 
They 
attacked 
Jason’s 
house, to find them and bring them 
out among the 
people. 
As 
they 
could not find them, they 
dragged 
Jason and some of the brothers be 
fore the town magistrates shouting. 
“The men who have made trouble 
all over the world have come here too 
and Jason has taken them in. They 
all disobey the 
emperor’s 
decrees, 
and claim that someone else called 
Jesus is king." 
The crowd and the magistrates 
were very much excited at hearing 
this, and they put Jason and the 
others under bonds before they let 
them go. 
The brothers sent Paul and Silas 
away immediately, in the course of 
the following night, to Bereo. On ar­ 
riving they went to the Jewish sy­ 
nagogue. The Jews there were more 
high-minded than those at Thessalo- 
nica, and received the message with 
great eagerness 
and 
studied 
the 
Scripture every day, 
to 
find 
out 
whether it was true. Many of them 
became believers and so did a small 
number of Greek women of position, 
and’men too. But when the Jews at 
Thessalonica found out that God’s 
message had been delivered at Berea 
by Paul, they came there too, to ex­ 
cite and stir up the populace. Then 
the brothers immediately sent Paul 
off to the coast, while 
Silas 
and 
Timothy stayed behind. 
The men 
who went with Paul took him a1! the 
way to Athens, and came back with 
instructions for Silas and Timothy to 
rejoin him as soon as possible. 
While Paul waited 
for them 
at 
Athens, be was exasperated to see 
how idolatrous the city was. He had 
discussions at the synagogues with 
the Jew's and those who worshiped 
with them, and every day in the pub­ 
lic square with any whom he hap­ 
pened to find. Some of them said, 
“What is this rag-picker trying to 
make out?" 
Others said, 
“He seems to be preaching some 
foreign deities." 
This was because he was telling 
the good news of Jesus and the res­ 
urrection. 
So they took him and 
brought him to the council of the 
Aeropagus and said, 
“May we know just what this new' 
teaching of yours is? 
Some of the 
things you tell us sound strange to 
us, and we want to know' just what 
they mean." 
For all Athenians and all visitors 
there from abroad used to spend 
all their time telling or listening to 
something new. 
Then Paul stood up in the middle 
of the council and said, 
“Men of Athens, from every point 
of view I see that you are extremely 
religious. 
For as I was going about 
and looking at the things you wor­ 
ship, I even found an altar with this 
inscription: 
‘To an Unknown God.* 
So it is what you already worship in 
ignorance that I am now telling you 
of. 
God who created the w'orld and 
all that is in it, since he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, does not live in 
temples built by human hands, nor 
is he waited on by human hands as 
though he were in need of anything, 
for he himself gives all men life and 
breath and everything. 
From one 
forefather he has created every na­ 
tion of mankind, and made them live 
all over the fact of the earth, fixing 
their appointed times and the limits 


of their lands, so that they might 
search for God, and perhaps grope 
for him and find him, though he is 
never far from any of us. For it Is 
through union with him that we live 
and move and exist, as some of your 
poets have said, 
“ ‘For we are also his offspring.* 
So if we are God’s children we ought 
not to imagine that the divine na­ 
ture is like gold or silver or stone, 
wrought by human art and thought. 
While God overlooked those times 
of ignorance, he now calls upon all 
men everywhere to repent since he 
has fixed a day on which the will 
justly judge the world through a man 
whom he has appointed and whom he 
has guaranteed to all men by rising 
from the dead." 
When they heard of the resurrec­ 
tion of the dead, some of them sneer­ 
ed, but others said, 
“We should like to hear you again 
on this subject." 
So Paul left the council. 
Some 
persons joined 
him, 
however, and 
became 
believers, 
among 
them 
Dionysius, a member of the council, 
and a woman named Damaris, and 
some others. 
Aftr this he left Athens and went 
to Corinth. 
There he found a Jew 
named Aquila, a native of Pontus, 
who had recently come from Italy 
with his wife Priscilla, because Clau­ 
dius had ordered all Jew’s to leave 
Rome. 
Paul wrent to see them, and 
as they practiced the same trade, he 
stayed with them, and they worked 
together, for they were tentm aker. 
Every Sabbath he would preach in 
the synagogue, and try to convince 
both Jews and Greeks. 
By the time Silas and Timothy ar­ 
rived from Macedonia, Paul was ab­ 
sorbed in preaching the message, em­ 
phatically assuring the Jew's that 
Jesus was the Christ. 
But as they 
contradicted 
and 
abused 
him, he 
shook his clothes in protest, and said 
to them, 
“Your blood be on your own heads! 
I am not to blame for it! 
After this 
I will go to the heathen." 
So he moved to the house of a de­ 
vout proselyte named Titius Justus, 
which was 
next 
door to the syna­ 
gogue. 
But Crispus, the leader of 
the synagogue, believed in the Lord, 
and so did all his household, and 
many of the people of Corinth heard 
Paul and believed and were baptiz­ 
ed. One night the Lord said to Paul 
in a vision, 
“Do not be afraid! Go on speaking 
and do not give up, for I am with 
you, and no one shall attack you or 
injure you, for I have many people 
in this city.*’ 
So he settled there for a year and 
a half, and taught them God’s mes­ 
sage. 
While 
Galiio 
was 
governor 
of 
Greece the Jews made a concerted 
attack upon Paul, and brought him 
before the governor. 
“This fellow'," they said, “is trying 
to induce people to worship God in 
ways that are against the law.” 
Before Paul could open his lips, 
Callio said to the Jews, 
“If some misdemeanor or rascality 
were involved, Jews you might rea­ 
sonably expect me to listen to you. 
But as it is o*iy a question of words 
and titles and your own law', you 
mvpt look after it yourselves. 
I re­ 
fuse to decide such matters." 
And he drove them away from the 
court. 
Then they all seized Sosth* 
ens, the leader of the synagogue, and 
beat him in front of the court. But 
Galiio paid no attention to it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—An av­ 
erage of $68.67 for every man. wo­ 
man and child in the United States 
was collected in taxes in 1922 by 
the national, state, county and city 
governm ents and all other civil di­ 
visions having power to levy and 
collect taxes. 
Taxes collected in 
that year amounted to $7,433,081,000 
the census bureau announced yes­ 
terday. 
Taxes collected by the 
federal 
government in th e fiscal year be­ 
ginning July I, 1922, am ounted to 
$3,204,133,000, which was alm ost five 
times the am ount collected in 1912. 
The per capita am ount of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s taxes w as $29.47. 
The sources from which the federal 
government’s taxes cam e w ere: Cus­ 
toms duties $562,189,000; income and 
profits taxes. $1,691,189,000; 
other 
miscellaneous internal revenue taxes 
$935699,000; tax on circulation of na­ 
tional banks. $1,304,000, and fed^..d 
reserve franchise taxes. $10,851 000. 
Taxes collected by other than the 
federal governm ent totaled $4,228,- 
948.000. or an average of $38.90 for 
each person. General property taxes 
were $3,329,380,000. or 78.7 per cent 
of the total.

ENGINEMEN STRIKE 
ON BRITISH ROADS 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. ZI.—A statement 
issued early this morning at the 
headquarters of the Associated So­ 
ciety of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, which last mid-night call­ 
ed a strike on the railways of Great 
Britain said the men were “coming 
out solidly and standing together 
splendidly.” 
Press telegrams sug­ 
gested that this assertion was like­ 
ly to prove not far from the truth. 
Apparently 
some 
traffic 
was 
moved after mid-night, but in the 
main, 
it seemed 
the 
strike 
call 
would be obeyed by a great ma­ 
jority of the organization’s 59,000 
members. 
The success of a limited service 
depends on the loyalty of those 
locomotive men who belong to the 
National 
Union 
of 
Railwaymen, 
among whose 320,000 members, it 
is said, are about twenty or thirty 
thousand enginemen. 
Neither this 
union nor the Railway Clerks or­ 
ganization is supporting the strike, 
but there were signs that many en­ 
gineers and 
firemen 
in

Na­ 
tional Union of Railymen would co­ 
operate with their striking fellows 
in the other re-organization. 
Companies said the strike must 
be of short duration, but J. Bromley 
secretary of the Associated Society 
of Firemen and Engineers, express­ 
ed the conviction that the strike 
could hold up SO per cent of traffic 
of

for

fortnight, 
which time he said would be long 
enough to prevent the companies 
from making profits, the avowed 
purpose of his union.
